Clinton, July 8.—Following the killing of James Pitzger 


old, 12, and wounding of his father, James Fitzgerald, Sr., 
striker, by shooting through his leg, and also the wounding of 
Eimer Hankinson, als6 shot through the leg, by guards con- 
ducting imported workers to the Illinois Central shops, Satur- 
day afternoon, the Illinois Central removed tire guards and sert 
them out of town at 5 o'clock. 


TROOPS ON DUTY. 


Troops were called immediatetly by Sheriff Persons anc 


a company from Champaign was brought in, arriving at 5:30, 
and they at once were placed on guard duty. 


Following the shooting, strike sympathizers stormed a 


^hardware store but action of the mayor, police and deputy 


sheriff caused them to give back the guns and the strike dis- 
trict quieted down. 


BOY CHALLENGED GUARD. 


According to Carl 0. Glenn, chairman of the federated 


crafts, the Fitzgerald boy deliberately stepped upon the rail- 
road property after being warned by the guard. 


"Stand back, men," said the guard. "If any man steps 


on this railroad right of way he will be shot down." 


The boy, it is said, stepped forward and said: "Shoot if 


you will." 


The guard shot and the boy died almost instantly.

Horn, one of the strikers, an eye wit- 
ness to the shooting here gav« the 
following account of the trouble this 
afternoon: 


I crosbed the Alexander 
street 


crossing to the north side whera I' 
was being picketed and 
saw 
the 


'scabs' and guards coming toward us 
I took one of the 'scabs' by the arm 
and said, 'surely boys, you are nol 
;oing to take our Jobs.' 
"Special Agent Dill drew a gun 


from his pocket but replaced It as 
soon as I let go the fellow's arm. 


"Dill told me to stand back, which 


I did. The guards went on down the 
tracks with their men. We began to 
plead with them and were ordere'd 
back. 


"The guards began cursing us and 


as they did so they drew their guns 
and began to fire directly at us. The 
•Mtzgerald lad was hit early in the 
Irlng. There must have been fifty 
shots fired. 
The boy wag about 60 


eet to one side of the pickets lying 
lat on the grass, when he was hit. 


He never got up. None of the plck- 


t9 was armed. I ran behind a tree 
when the firing began."

There are just three waj s in which we can secure money to carry 


on this great woik:

First: By drives and donations, which is not the most desirable 


as the burden of work and giving of money falls on few. 


Second: By taxation. In this way the burden is distributed over 


all, but it has always seemed to me too sacred a thing to ask tbc 
authorities to care for our sick and injured, especially those good, 
self-tespecting people who shun being a county charge, and institu- 
tions supported in this way are liable to get into politics, and are 
not always handled to the best advantage for the suffering, nor the 
most economically. 
, 


Third: By an"endowment fund. To me this is the ideal way to 


maintain and develop a great institution of tins kind, and how easy 
this coiild be done, if we would all give it a little thought and interest. 
These endowments do not necessarily have to be large, and could be 
in sums of ?100 and up. This can be done in two different ways, by 
putting it in a will, or a life insurance policy can be carried payable 
to the Decatur and Macon County Hospital. This is to be placed in a 
trubt fund, and the interest, only, to be used to maintain and develop 
the hospital. Surely it is an inspiring thought, when,we are dividing 
our earthly goods to those we love that we should remember the com- 
munity in which we lived, and which has, in a measure, made our 
prosperity possible. Let us leave something for the good of all 
that will not be destroyed, but will go on and on after we nave pasted 
away.

ONLY MATrRIAL. 


The "stake and rider" fence from 


which J^hn Hanks ' secured 
these 


rails was located near Harrlstown 
in Macon county. 
It was the only 


kind of fence which the early settler 
had the .material to construct. 
A 


great deal of timber grew along the 
banks of the streams In central Illi- 
nois, while wire _was an unknown 
commodity to the settler 


The rail fence left much waste 


ground for weeds to grow on, It 
might burn down, or the rails fall 
off, and It was an easy matter for 


a neighbor to transfer the rails to 
his own fence. J However', It served 
to pen in stock, and to protect the 
fields better than anything else. It 
was no obstacle to,deer, but a, wire 
fence would needs have been very 
high to hinder them. 


Evep to this day the justlc Is pic- 


tured In cartoons as sitting on a 
rail fence and'whittling a stick. It 
was indeed a convenient place to sit 
when there was nothing else to do. 


APTEB USED NOW. 


After a number, 
of years 
wire 


fence became available at a reas- 
onable price and timber for fence 
rails grew more scarce. As a result 
the wire fence Increased in its use 
until It Is at the pYesent time prac- 
tically the only kfnd of fence used 
on a farm. 
' 


However, as ihort a time as fif- 


teen years ago there were a number 
of rail fences around Pecatur. Now 


but a few rods of tumble-down rail 
fence majrbe seen In different parts 
of the county, and this *wlll soon 
find Its way to the woodpile. 


Thera are still some places where 


progress- has been :Iow in which 
rail fences are much used. 
Macon 


county la not one of th^ these and a 
rail fence will soon be a curiosity 
here. It will have vanished Just as 
did the Indian and buffalo. Another 
of our citizens may become presi- 
dent, but he will never have been 
a rallsplitter In any portion of his 
career.

Then as 
the wheel advanced the lugs were 
pulled out of the road at' a dlfferen 
angle crust formed by the oil was 
broken for the width of the tread 
and the depth of the lugs. In a grea 
many Instances the earth was lifted 
out leaving a hole and a pile of loose 
earth. The most provoking feature 
of this trip of the tractor Is that tlv 
big machine might just as well have 
taken the Green's Switch road o 
some other side road. 


LAW AGAINST IT 


The state law forbids the use o: 


tractors with cleats, lugs or other 
projections that are damaging to Im- 
proved roads.

The violator Is also liable 
for the amount of damage to the 
road.

In a talk before more than 2 000 


members of the trade unions of De-

noon John H. Walker of Springfield, 
president of the Illinois, Federation 
of labor made an address In which 
he urged the continuance of the 
stnXe 
-without violence; emphasized 


the need for close knit organization 
by the uorkingman; attacked 
the 


Judicial system of the United States, 
extolled the virtues of 
"co-opera- 


tive society and assailed with" two 
exceptions the representatjves uhich 
In the past this district has sent to 
the senate and house of representa- 
tives 


INTRODUCED BY HENSOX 


As he was introduced by Attorney 


James Henson he divested himself 
of his coat, and 
collarless, threw 


himself into his discussion -with his 
force and vigor. 


Throughout the major part of his 


speech he contented himself with a 
general discussion of the problems 
•which beset the -worklngman 
but 


toward the end he directed his talk 
toward 
the situation 
in Decatur. 


Then he said: 


URGES AGAINST VIOLENCE 
"I don't want you to violate any 


law. or commit any 
violence, no 


matter what the prcvocat'-n. The 
press Is under control and any vio- 
lence on your part will be used to 
hurt your cause. There are men In

He then took up a dlscussioti of

desire 
to force 


uorkingmen back Into the old con- 
ditions. 


"The 
workers in this Cation are 


not going back to the old condi- 
tions," he said.

These gentlemen vho think 


that they are going to force them

come to grief "
